FIRE PERMITS 


No person shall set out fire for clearing land, dis- 
posal of debris or inflammable waste or for industrial 
purposes on Crown or private lands within the Fire 
District during the fire season April 1st to October’3 1st, 
except under the authority of a Fire Permit. Permits 

. may be obtained from the Chief Ranger or other appoint- 
ed officers of the Department of Lands and Forests. No 
fire permits will be issued during the expected High Fire 
Danger period in the month of May. Dates will depend 


on weather conditions. 
CAMP FIRES 


 Every_person setting out fire out of doors for cook- 
ing or warmth in the Fire District during the fire season 
April 1st to October 31st, shall select a place free from 
inflammable débris, exercise every precaution and thor- 
oughly extinguish the fire before leaving. The use of 
thermos kits is recommended for lunching ‘out as a fire 
prevention measure.

Last week was “wrecking 
week” -—— the first of several I 
imagine.

Of course we occasionally had 
binder trouble and I would be 


r 
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sat to town post-haste in the 
horse and buggy to get a new 


-reel-arm maybe. Partner would 


be stooking until I got back. I 
can't remember that we ever 
had any major breaks although 
we sometimes lost considerable 
time when the knotter refused 
to function or the twine would 
break. 


Eventually we got a tractor— 
a used one of course. Adjust- 
ments were made to the binder 
and it continued to give faithful 
service. By this time Bob was 
able to drve the tractor while 
Partner rode the binder. And 
what a beating he and the bin- 
der took! The horses had had 
far more intelligence than the 
tractor. Instinctively they slowed 
up and prepared for the jolt 
thet always followed after cros- 
sing a -furrow. But, with 
a somewhat inéxperienced driv- 
er, the tractor kept right on |. >- 
ing. I was no longer needed in 
the field but my services were 
definitely required to keep the

binder canvasses in order. Some- 
times by hand, sometimes with 


the sewing machine, I struggled 


to get. patches on those blessed 
canvasses, year after year-——and 
they were always brought in for 
repairs on the hottest and stick- 
iest days. But perhaps my work 
paid off as in the years the 
binder was in use we bought 
only one extra canvas—and that 
was a used one. 


During World War II Johnny 
was with us and we got through 
a lot of work. About the time 
Bob came out of the army Part- 
ner more or less went to pieces, 
Help was hard to get and com- 
bines came into their own. We 
had our grain custom-harvested. 
The old binder stayed in its cor- 
ner of the shed until. now, a 
dusty derelict of the past, re- 
minding us only of the years 
that have come and gone; of good 
fortune and _ misfortune that 
came our way—but most of it, as 
I look back, was good. The hard 
times taught us much that we 
would never have learnt had it 
been easy going all the time. 
And the binder... well it is 
bringing us more now as scrap 
iron than it would as a piece of 
machinery. 

And what of the scrap metal? 
Ploughshares to swords, swords 
to shares, binders to battlefields 
—where does it all end? I won- 
der. The binder had a long and 


useful life. It would appear its © 


final destiny will be undeserved- 
ly uncertain and inglorious.

Anything Happens In Scotland - 


Things that are almost un- 
believable in England at once 
become credible in Scotland. 


I am thinking in particular of 
one of the most enchanting ani- 
mal stories ever written, Row- 
ena Farre’s “Seal Morning.” It 
seemed to me quite possible 
that this was a work as much 
of poetic fancy as of literal fact 
~~ until I read it again in Scot- 
land. Now I am sure it is just 
exactly what it purports to be, 
a simple record written well. 
And written truly. 

“Seal Morning” is the story of 
@ young girl and her aunt Miri- 
am living in a highland croft 
with a strangely assorted fam- 
ily of animals. There are two 
squirrels, Sara and Cuthbert; 
two otters, Hansel and Gretel; 
a nicely mannered rat called 
Rodney; and Lora the seal. 

Lora is the star. She plays 
the mouth organ, the trumpet, 
and the xylophone. She adores 
picnics. She loves humans, She 
is, all rolled into one, athlete, 
baby, musician, friend, and 
ham. 

She is taken to a “ceilidh,” or 
Scottish concert, where friends 
and neightbors perfornr for each 
other’s edification. Not, how- 
ever, when Lora is about. She 
will allow no. performance but 
her own. 

*“The guests started to arrive, 
Lora, the most sociable and ex- 
troverted of creatures, greeted 
thein wily. I suggested to 
Uncle that I should shut. Lora 
into his study until it was her 
turn to perform. But he and 
several of the guests Vetoed this 
suggestion at once.

COMPLICATED BUSINESS 


If-a livestock feeder lives 
within reasonable trucking dis- 
tance of a western grain farm he 
can and does buy feed wheat for 
as low as 60 cents a bushel. He 
simply takes his truck to the 
grain farm and makes a deal, 
The grain grower is glad to sell 
at bargain prices for cash be- 
cause he does. not know how 
many years he will have to wait 
before the . Wheat Board will 
take his crop off his hands and 
the law will not let him sell 
through any grain dealer or ex- 
port himself. 

But if the feeder lives in Bri- 
tish Columbia or one of the east- 
ern provinces, he must buy 
through the Wheat Board and 


pay more than twice what the 
nearby feeder pays. So even 
with Ottawa paying the railway 
freight bills his grain cost may 


be far higher. 

Once upon a time it was as 
simple to get a price on a bushel 
of grain as it was on CPR com- 
mon or International Nickel. But 
with boot-legging, freight sub- 
sidies, fixed prices and state 
marketing, it takes a lot of figur- 
ing today, 
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Something New 

While browsing through the 
seed catalogue and waiting for 
the weather and soil to turn 
warmer, one should note the 
new additions to the flower and 
vegetable world for the plant- 
ing season of 1957. Usually on 
a special page of the seed cata- 
logue will be listed brand new 
varieties and novelties. Among 
these will be.the All-America, 
winners for this year. These 


-are new flowers and vegetables 


that in the North American 
field trials last year were 
awarded the most points. 

In ‘the vegetable lines there 
are a whole lot of improved 
productions.. New, faster grow- 
ing and crisper radish, more 
tender carrots, new beans, beets 
and corn. Over the years plant 


.. breeders have given us tremen- 


‘dous improvement in all vege- 
tables. Not only are the varie- 
ties grown today far more ten- 
der than those of a generation 
ago, but they -are also much 
earlier and more disease resis- 
tant. With these it is possible 
to have a good garden with 
much variety in areas .where it 
was hardly safe to risk any- 
thing but the toughest things 
before, This progress*has meant 
more to Canada than most 
countries because our growing 
season is so. short, 

Nursery Stock 


This is the mame given to, 


anything in the way of started 
plants, shrubbery, trees, etc., 
purchased from seed house or 
nursery. Handling this is an- 
other early job. Generally the 
earlier one plants perennials, 
shrubs, roses, vines, and trees 
in the spring, the quicker and 
surer they will grow. The main 
thing is to keep them moist and 
not to expose roots to the air. 
Good nursery stock will be 
moist, and limber on arrival 
with plenty of dormant buds. 


_If one can plant promptly so 


much the better. But if the 
ground is frozen or not ready 
make sure the roots are kept 
moist and cool, and the branches 
or stems are shaded. If it is go- 
ing to be several days or. weeks 
before planting in permanent 
quarters one should “heel in”, 
that is plant temporarily in a 
shallow trench, spreading out 
and covering the roots. 

In transplanting nursery stock 
or anything else it is most im- 
portant not to expose roots to 
air but to cover quickly and 
firmly with fine soll well press- 
ed down and to make sure the 
ground about the roots is molst 
and stays moist for several days. 
Sweet Peas 

Sweet peas must be planted 
as early as possible if they are 
to do well. We can start just as 
goon as the last snow has gone 
and’ soil is dry enough to 
dig withoulehecoming muddy. 
One should follow planting di- 
rections closely; that is, sow in 
the richest possible soil and in 
a shallow trench. These plants 
must get growth before the 
weather turns warm. For their 
roots, they. love a good mulch 
of rotted leaves with some well 
rotted manure. On top, place a 
few inches of soil. 

Later on something to climb 


. must be provided. Best materials 


for this are some of the branches 


- the gardener will be pruning off 


his trees and shrubbery -just 
now. Normally sweet peas will 
grow about three to four feet 
tall, but in Western Canada and 
some other areas where this 
plant really flourishes much 
more than this {s common. When 
bloom starts these should be re- 
moved daily in order to encour- 
age long stems and continuous 
blossoming.

‘FIRE DANGER TO INCREASE 


AS FORESTS DRY 


During the next three or read 


weeks the fire danger will increase 
rapidly and dampening. effects of 
showers will, in all probability, be 
khort lived. The early spring period 
before surface vegetation greens up 
ami new foliage is well advanced is; 
especially dangerous. Weather and 
fire conditions at this time of year 
usually give the protection staff a 
busy time and lots of worries. 

Neglected campfires, careless smok- 
ing habits, and rubbish burning con- 
stitute the main risk. To this add a 
few warm windy days and dried out | 
dead grasa and surfece litter and we | 
get an outbreak of fires. 

Spring .fires come quickly, travel 
fast and often cover big areas before 
they can be controlled. There is only 
one “way ‘to“avoid them and ‘that’ is 
don't let them happen. Every man- 
oaused fire can be prevented if proper 
precautions are taken. : 

No burning is: pefmitted in the fire 
district from April 1st to October 31st 
except under authority of a fire per- 
mit, obtained from one of the rariging 
staff, and then only when safe to do 
#0, The regulations also require that 
proper safeguards be taken with camp 
fires and smoking materials. There 
seems little doubt that abstaining 
from use of lunch fires during the 
dangerous periods wouki greatly re- 
duce the rigk. 

Observance of the fire safety rules 
and precautions will go a long way 
in the prevention of forest fires and 
keeping the woods green and alive 
with wildlife.

erry Went Wild 


Terry McGovern was a little 
poker-faced Irishman with a 
violent. temper and murder in 
his fists. Even his best friends 
whispered that he was “crazy” 
end that it was suicide to argue 
with him. 


In the ring, Terry was savage; 
practically immune to punish- 
ment during the heat of battle. 
He fought lke a charging bull, 
with lowered head, he ripped 
away at his terrified victims un- 


il they either dropped to the 


Moor or quit. 


All of McGovern’s fights were 
gmall-sized wars. But the one 
that stands out above all the rest 
when it came to sheer wildness 
and brutality, was his three 
pound slaughter of the clean-cut 
Mghtweight champion of the 
world, Frank Erne. 


It was a non-title bout even 
both men held world 
@hampionships; Terry was 
featherweight king. Before a 
gell-out crowd at Madison 
Square Garden, New York, on 
July .16, 1900, McGovern proved 
beyond a shadow of a doubt that 
he was the greatest fighter, 
pound for pound, in the world. 
In fairness to the lightweight 
@hampion, however, it must be 
yemembered that Sam Harris, 
McGoverh's shrewd manager, in- 


-gisted that Erne make 128 


erga Considering that Frank's 
fighting weight was 133, 
the peeling off of that extra five 
pounds weakened Erne consider- 
ably. Because of his sapped 
energy, Frank realized he would 
have to try for a quick knock- 
@ut. He altered. his normally 
brilliant defensive tactics to that 
ef a purely offensive slugger. 
But it was Terry who set the 
pace and had the better of the 
argument from the very begin- 


ming. Only once for about a , 
minute in the second round, did — 


Erne appear to have a chance, 
and that was when he tried to 
box McGovern at long range and 
gucceeded in landing a few left- 
hand punches on Terry's nose 
and jaw. The little fellow was 
plainly trying to test Erne’s 
punching capabilities prior to 
beginning the onslaught which 
eventually brought matters to a 
erisis. McGovern fully realized 
his inability to box with Erne. 
He knew that his only salvation 
lay in fighting aggressively and 
fiercely at all times. He pun- 
fished Erne badly in three rounds 
ef fast fighting, splitting “his 
mose, cutting his. mouth and 
doing terrible injury with body 
blows. ; 

Only the weight conditions can 
be offered as an excuse for 
Erne’s defeat, but after the man- 
mer in which McGovern per- 
formed there is absolutely no 
doubt about ths ebility to have 
beaten his opponent at any 
weight. 

Terry never allowed Erne to 
have a moment in which to show 
his well-known cleverness and 
acience, but he was on top of 
him and after him at every 
@tage of the game, raining in 
blows that were simply marvel- 
@us in their power and irresist- 
fhle in their effect. Erne used 
his left hand with the best re- 
@ults, but though he landed it 
flush upon the jaw and in the 
stomach on several occasions, it

The first round had scarcely 
begun when McGovern showed 
that he was the better hitter and 
the faster fighter. He rushed 
incessantly, using few straight 
blows, but depending principally 
on heavy swings which he aimed 
for the head. He put Erne upon 
the defensive almost immediate- 
ly and drew the blood from 
Frank's nose. McGovern kept on 
with his relentless tactics and 
twice more pounded his man 
down until he was virtually 
helpless. Rather than risk the 
chance of having their man in- 
jured seriously, Erne’s seconds 
interfered by throwing in the 
sponge, which under the cir- 
cumstances was proper, writes 
George Roberts in The Police 
Gazette. The lightweight cham- 
pion was inconsolable over his 
defeat and seemed disinclined 
to talk about the fight. To his 
intimate friends he said: 


“McGovern is a great ‘fighter, 
the best the world has ever seen, 
and under the conditions of this 
match I t acknowledge him 
my master. I was fairly whip- 
ped and that’s all there is to it, 
The fruits of my years of fight- 
ing in the ring are gone, and I 
have been defeated by a lad 
who is certainly strong and 
clever. Was I weak at the 
weight? Well, yes, ‘I rather 
think I was. Mind you, I don’t 
eare to discuss or belittle Mc- 
Govern’s victory. But all losers 
have excuses. I have only: one, 
and that is that I undertook to 
do more than I could do. I only 
weighed 126% pounds today, 
and I did not have to try very 
hard to get to this scale, for I 
had little superfluous flesh to 
take off. I was not in what I 
consider to be my best condi- 
tion. McGovern reached my 
jaw often, but it was the body 
blows that really licked me. 

“IT do not care to assume 
Erne’s title and defend it,” said 
McGovern, “for I am a feather- 
weight and that is good enough 
just at present. If however, Mc- 
Fadden, O'Brien, Gans or any of 
the other lightweights want to 
fight me I will take any of them

Why Grow Vegetables? 


We all know the old argu- 
ment about how much cheaper 
it is to buy vegetables at the cor- 
ner store instead of growing 
them in our own garden. That 
may be true in some cases but 
just the same there is one thing 
that cannot be bought anywhere 
and that is real garden fresh- 
ness. To get top quality there 
jis only one way. The vegetables 
must be grown right at the 
kitchen. door. 


The reason is simple. 


Most vegetables, and especialiy 
things like peas, corn, beans, car- 


’ rots and even ‘spinach start to 


deteriorate within a few hours 
after they are picked. No matter 
how carefully we pack, they soon 
start to lose some of their garden 
freshness. Because this is 80, 
many people even with tiny gar- 
dens, try to have a small plot 
for vegetables tucked away 
somewhere. And it is literally 


amazing how many good meals 


can be produced from a bit of 
land only a few yards each way. 
Of course where the garden is 
small, we won't try to grow our 
winter’s supply of potatoes, or 
very much of the bulky things 
like corn and squash. But even 

a 12 foot row of beans, spinach, 
pias or beets. will produce a 
lot. Most of these things can be 
grown in rows only ajfew inches 
apart and we can get more out 
of the plot by alternating rows 
of the bigger things like carrots, 
beets and beans with smaller 
things like lettuce, radish and 
onions. We can also have two 
crops, one early and one late, 
and we can spread out the sow- 
ings so that something fresh 
and new will always be coming 
along. 


Try Something New 


The gardener who gets the 
most pleasure and value out of 
his flowers-and vegetables is the 
explorer type. He is not content 
with just planting the same 
things year after year. True, he 
does stick with what he.has found 


. best and most suited to his own 


particular garden and tempera- 
ment but he also makes defin- 
ite practice of adding something 
new each spring. Before he com- 
pletes his seed order, he scans 
the pages of the catalogue and 
selects at least one flow and 
one vegetable he has never tried 
before. In this way he adds 
fresh interest each season and 
becomes acquainted with some 
valuable finds both among 
flowers and vegetables. It is pos- 
sible, of course, to have'a satis- 
factory and showy garden with 
the old favorites and standbys, 
like nasturtiums, alyssum and 
petunias and zinnias among the 
flowers and peas, carrots, beans, 
beets, corn, lettuce and radish 
in the vegétable garden. But, by 
confining ourselves to these 
alone, we are missing a lot of 
pigasure and a lot of fine meals. 
Thef@ene at least 25 different 
vegetables ii@.can be grown 
in almost any garden in Can- 
ada and probably a hundred 
tlowers. 


Power Saves Backs 


In recent years, as suburban 
gardens have become larger and 
small motorized equipment more 
efficient and fool-proof, there 
has been an enormous increase in 
the use of power garden equip- 


. ment. Power mowers, small 


garden tractors are not at all 


‘expensive and they eliminate a 


lot of tedious hand work. As well 
they are interesting to tinker 
vith and operate. Equipped with 
these, one can look after an 
acre or so of lawn and half an 
acre of vegetable garden and 
still have plenty of time for 
fishing, golfing, or loafing. 


With power equipment as well 
as hand variety, it is important 
to get something suitable. Too 
many people seem to think the 
bigger the better. They forget 
that large tractors and ‘wide 
power mowers may be more dif- 
feult to handle especially in 
Turning. In stead of getting a 
tractor big enough to plow, it 


is usually better to get some- 
thing smaller and easier to 
handle and hire someone with a 


standard tractor to do the once- 
a-year plowing job

All across Ontario branches of 
the Women's Institute are cele- 
brating the Jubilee of their or- 
ganization. Not all branches are 
observing the occasion in the 
same way but a great many are 
finding it a good time to make it 
a social occasion for members 
and their families. Possibly the 
most notable gathering was at 
Stoney Creek. And rightly so 
for it was here that the Mother 
Institute came into being. On 
February 19, 1897, Mr. Erland 
Lee gathered together a group 
of enterprising women _ at 
Squire’s Hall in Stoney Creek to 
hear an address by Mrs. Ade- 
laide» Hoodless. Mr. Lee had 
heard Mrs, Ho6d@lese speak at the 


Farmer’s Institute in Guelpir and | 


was much impressed by her 
ability and enthusiasm as she 
endeavoured to create Preater 
interest and responsibility in the 
women of that day in matters of 
health, education, home and 
child-care, and sanitation, so vi- 
tal to the welfare of all, but par- 
ticularly to the children. 


It is quite possible other wom- 
en in rural Ontario at that time 
were. also aware of the need for 
an improvement programme, 
but then, as always, it required 
someone with courage, initiative 
and selfless devotion to lead the 
way. Mrs Hoodless, first 
through her own need, became 
that woman, and through her the 
countrywomen in and around 
Stoney Creek became. pioneers 
in an organization to work for 
the betterment of “Home and 
Country.” It was thus the Wom- 
en's Institute of Ontario was 
born. 


At the Commemoration Din- 
ner held in Stoney Creek last 
month 150 members, dignitaries 
and guests assembled to hon- 
our the founders of the W.L., in- 
cluding five of the seven surviv- 
ing charter members. Congratu- 
lations came in from all‘ around 
the world. It must have been a 
proud and inspiri. g occasion for 
the women of Stoney Creek. 
Only one branch in Ontario can 
claim the distinction of being the 
first, but all branches, whenever 
and wherever situated, can be 
justly proud of belonging to an

The procession of death wound 
its way to the edge ef the well 
from the temple near-by, and 
the kicking, screeching beauties 
struggled frantically in the tyran- 
nical grip of their merciless cap- 
tors. 


The grim and horrifying ritual 


/ continued until over five hun- 


dred lovely young girls had been 
sacrified—to appease the dread- 
ful monsters that were thought 
to ‘dwell on the bed of the death- 
pit. 

So anxious were the supersti- 
tious Mayans to please the aw- 
ful creatures believed to lurk in 
the depths of the well, that only 
the most beautifu’ maidens were 
sacrificed. Doting parents even 
pray 1 for their daughters to 
grow into dumpty, plain girls, in 
order that they might escape the 
notice of the temple priests who 
made periodic raids in search of 
“appeasement” for the horrible 
beasts they feared. 


To make the lovely offerings 
more acceptable, each maiden 
was adorned with beautiful jade 
carvings suspended on golden 
chains, heavy gold bracelets set 
with precious gems, bangles, an- 
klets and glittering rings. 

Historians who have studied 


_ the customs and lore of the May- 
_an people, who inhabited the Yu- 


catan peninsula of Mexico at 
about the time the Normans 
were conquering Britain, are 
convinced that during these sa- 
crificial ceremonies vast wealth 
was consigned to the murky 
waters of the sacrificial well. 


The waters are so deep, how- 
ever, that efforts to wrest. the 
fabulous treasure from the mud 
have so far met only with par- 
tial success, and experts claim 
that today more than three mil- 
lion dollars’ worth of treasure 
still lies there. And a further at- 
tempt is to be made to raise 
the polished gold, precious gems 
and carved jade that the May- 
ans gave to the mosters of the 
pit. 

The new salvage operations, 
which will cost about $65,000 
are being sponsored by Mexican 
bankers and businessmen, Hydro- 
logists, engineers, divers and 
frogmen will be recruited from 
many countries to probe the se- 
crets of the well, which was 
found in the ruined temple of 
Chichen Ita in the heart of the 
Yucatan jungle. 


A connaissance dive has given 
rise to expectations that several 
hundred female skeletons will 
be found in the silt which is ten 
feet thick. These will be con- 
signed to a drier burial place 
nearby. 


Much of the treasure, believed 
to be still adorning the bones, 
will find\its way to museums all 
over the “world, for the crafts- 
manship of the Mayans is hailed 
by connoisseurs as excellent, and 
it is expected that record bids 
will be made for some of the 
gems. 

It was at the turn of the cen- 
turn that the famous American 
archaeologist Edward Thompson 
made an attempt to recover the 
“treasure of the gift virgins.” 
His finds, valued at over $750,- 
000, rests today in Boston’s Pea- 
body Museum, and include golden 
dolls, jade carvings, emerald-

studded figures, gold discs and 
sacrificial knives encrusted with 
amethysts. 

Yet the experts are confident 
that the main bulk of the trea- 
sure remains at the bottom of 


‘the well. 


Many contend that Thomp- 
son’s search was too hurried and 
not sufficiently thorough. To 
strpport this claim, they produce 
gold and jade relics recovered 
by sifting the piles of silt dump- 
ed by the American's search 
team. One of these finds was a 
skilfully fashioned frog of gold 
valued at thousands of dollars. 


After early explorations by 
divers, suction pumps will at- 
tempt to draw out the water 
from the depths of the pit. This 
is thick and stagnant, indicating 
that it is not being fed by any 
stream but is maintained by 
rainfall. 


When the slimy water has 
been siphoned off by the engin- 
eers, the silt will be dredged 
for odd valuables though most 
of the treasure is thought to be 
wedged in the cracks of the 
rocks on the bottom.

A BIG SPLASH OF COLOR 
It’s easy to make a big splash 
with flowers even around a 
summer cottage, country lane or 
other place where particular and 
constant care is impossible. The 
best plan, in any of these cases, 


“is to stick to things like petunias, 


nasturtiums, cosmos, marigolds, 
zinnias, asters, and similar plants 
which are not only easily grown 
but which also will bloom steadi- 
ly for weeks. With only. little 
eare at first these will practically 
look after themselves. It is best 
to have solid beds of one flower, 
though not necessarily the same 
color, for the showiest results 
and one should include some 
of the newest and brightest 
varieties. A long bed of petunias 
about three feet wide will set off 
any driveway, and roughly cir- 
cular beds of zinnias, marigolds, 
or some of .the smaller things, 
will make a wonderful show. 
‘Then for the smaller garden 
there are all sorts of tiny flowers 
like alyssum, portulaca, poppies 
and similar flowers which thrive 
even in poor soil and once well 
started will crowd out weeds-and 
go on blooming until fall. 
SPREAD IT OUT 

Today's garden is no longer 
a feast and famine proposition, 
with more peas, beans or corn 
than we can eat for a week and 
then none at all, or with a great 
showing of bloom in July but not 
a single flower in Atugust. 

With a little planning and a 
good seed catalogue there is no 
reason why flowers or vegetables 
should not be yielding something 
every day from the first blooms 
and greens in the spring until 
long after the ground is frozen 
hard next fall. 
RUSHING THE SEASON 

The average person does not 
need any enceuragement about 
rushing the season. Most of them 
are far too inclined to tear out 
the first fine day and plant every 
single flower and vegetable seed 
they have purchased. Sometimes 
they even plant in the rain and 
very often long before the soil 


ds really fit to work. The ex- 


perienced. gardener, however, 
knows that there are safe ways 
of rushing the season, little tricks 
that will produce flowers and 
vegetables perhaps a week or 
ten days ahead of the fellow next 
door. But they don’t get these 
early things simply by going out 
and planting too soon and in 
the mud, They practice approved 
short cuts. 

Take such really warm 
weather things as tomatoes, 
melons or cucumbers among the 
vegetables or some of the more 
tender flowers. The experienced 
gardeners will risk a small plant- 
ing of these extra early, perhaps 
ten days or two wéeks efore 


the main plantings. But these - 


early rows of plants will be pro- 
tected for the first weeks when 
there is danger of late frost. 
They . will be covered with 
special wax paper covers, or 
panes of glass or perhaps if*one 
doesn’t mind extra trouble simp- 
ly covered lIdbosely with news- 
papers at night. 

Then too, we may hurry 
growth with extra fertilizer or 
with specially prepared soil or 
for a few extra early tomatoes 
or petunias or we may get extra 
big started plants and for the 
first few weeks keep protected. 
LOW COST BUT VITAL 

Good vegetable or flower seed 
costs but a few cents per packet 
but is is the most vital factor in 
gardening operations. Without 
good seed, especially suitable for 
Canadian conditions and climate, 
it doesn't. make any difference 
how much we cultivate, spray, 
fertilize and water. Without good 
seed we can’t possibly have a 
successful garden,
